have been made to coordinate with | 
British determination that

dependence o f Ireland is not to he 
recognized 
The premier’s telegram today reit­ 
erated his contention that a con­ 
ference on the basis of recent cor- J 
respondents with De Valera might he 
construed as recognition of the so ­ 
called “Irish republic” a thing which 
no British government agree. 
The British governments position 
regarding the fundamental existence 
of the empire was unalterable, lie 
said. 
“However,” tile telegram rend, “I 
am determined to explore every pos­ 
sibility of a settlement by personal 
discussion and therefore invite von 
to send delegates to meet with us in 
London on O c t o b e r l l . ”

“The issue o f government owner­ 
ship is constantly pressing itself on 
the attention of Congress 
and 
the 
people”, the commission said in an­

“Should tho policy of 
voluntary 
consolidation not prevail, after due 
encouragement by government 
au­ 
thority it seems clear that an 
ad­ 
ded incentive to government owner­ 
ship will be afforded”.

commission then states

voluntary consolidation is “the way 
out”. 
Emphasizing the hope of real re­ 
duction of railroad rates lies in con­ 
solidation the commission said.

District Attorney Brady, however, 
declared the trial on the lesser charge 
would be pressed as speedily

possible.

murder charge late yesterday, “ Fat­ 
ty” had furnished $5,000 rash bail.

murder charge 
against Arbuckle and held the actor 
to answer for manslaughter. 


“If the defendant was criminally 
responsible for the death of Virginia 
Rappe then he "should he tried for 
murder,” the district attorney said. 
Brady 
quoted 
the 
language 
of 
Judge Lazarus in which the 
Judge 
declared the Arbuckle case “really 
an important case” and declared that 
“we must not beguile ourselves with 
the idea that we are handling here 
just the ordinary trivial ease.” 


“With that statement I take issue” 
Brady said. 


“I dispute it and I say it is wholly 
un-American 
and 
fundamentally 
wrong. My platform is equal rights 
for all and 
special 
privilege 
for 
none.” 


Ile declared the law “makes 
no 
distinction between trivial and im­ 
portant la s e s .” 


On the other hand a report by the 
woman’s vigilant committee the club

The official count of the vote of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive E n­ 
gineers, Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Fireman and Enginemen, 
O rder 
of 
Railway Conductors and the Sw itch­ 
men’s Union of Am erica, will sta rt 
on Monday.
